'i'lii' .Selkirk line then (as you gn west, of 
course.) presents itself, the moat formid- 
able pnrtioii of the yet uiilinislied western 
end of the IJ. 1'. li., and which until the 
last year has been considered impassable 
for a railway, except at an enormous coat . 
iMajcr tl.ogers. however, who had charge 
of the surveys on that portion of the 
mule, fnumi what he describes as "an ini- 
iiieiisc rift Uinnigbthe tnuuiuains,' fairly 
direct, conuectiug the head nf the lUicel- 
liiwat river into the eastern fork of the 
Cobiinbia river. Througb tins pass will 
lie the heaviest grade of the enlire route , 
being 110 feet to tho mile for a distance 
I f •_'() miles. .-Ml three of the .-Vmerican 
traiiscontinentnl lines have eqiially as 
heavy gnidus iind fi r a much Imiger dis- 
tance.

• ' I he southern and eiwtern pnilmns of 
I'liiiisli (,'oluiiibia, which coinprisi! the 
L'.iliiinina luei'aml Knnieiiay Like \allcys, 
rem lin yel tn be described .\o [lass is 
known t'.i i^xist throiigli tho gold range tn 
the Cohnnhia south of Eagle pass. HiLli- 
ertn, therefore, im ciiniiectimi has existed 
between the westein part of the province 
;ilid lie- ( 'nlii iiibi.i and Knnienay di-tricls, 
cicept over mountaiimii.i tIall.^, ini|)a;isa- 
!ile for cither men nr animus during a 
•jii-at part of the year. 'Ihe pnpulatimi 
of that region consisting of luiiiers alone, 
and once numbering thousandsf has gr.ul- 
iially dwindled to less than a hundred 
wluii' persniis, and ihc small trade that 
e\i li d in the easlern region iiat iir.vl ly has 
li. nil diveiicd to llie iieinlibm-ing .Vineri 
can territui ies. A few ininers annually 
boat t heir supplii'.s for the summer from 
Colville III Washington Territory, up the 
iJoliimbia 100 miles to the 'big Bend 
mines,' and a solitary trader packs his 
yearly stock of goods mi pack mules from 
.Siimlpoint, on Ihe Nnrtliern 1 'acitii- rail- 
way, tn Wild llmse creek mi the head 
waters of the Knoteiiay. The Knnteiiay 
lake region has been left deserted, 
although the existence of rich galmia 
mines li.is been known sincB the settle- 
ment of the country liy the Hudson Hay 
Cmiiiiany. The Selkirk range of nionn 
tains 1.1 an ellectual barrier to travel and 
trallic in a westerly direction frmn Lake 
Kooteiiay, and theciinonsof the Koote 
nay rivor between the lake and Columbia 
river have only been travelled by Indians 
in their pnrtable birch canoes. The way 
In the iiiiiies IS mien to the south, but is 
partially clns.-d 1,, the west." 

This stateiiiiMit , interesting in itself on 
.iccount of the information yiven lespect- 
ing British Oolnmbin, does not, it will be 
seen, answer the ijuestioii why this lo.id- 
iiiining coiiipaiiy does not .seek an all-rail 
jiuict ion with the Canadian I'acilic rail 
way in a north or noriburly diroctiop., nor 
does it give what 1 understand i.s the fact, 
that the Uritish Cnluinbia river is navi- 
gable in a southerly direction from the 
Arrow lake, beyond the boundary line, to 
the bend of the river nearest the Nortliern 
racillc.

The charter granted to the Kooteiiay 
Uailw.iy Company provided that the com- 
pany shall bo om[iowei'ed "tn build, lay 
mil, actpiire, ecini|(, maintain, and work a 



continuous line of railway from tho nutlet 
of Koutoiiay lake through the Selkirk 
range of mountains to a point un the Co- 
lumbia liver as near as practicable to the 
jiniction of the Kooteiiay with tho Colum- 
bia river in British Culuiubiu;" and al.so 
that it ahull "build, ecpiip, acquire, main- 
tain, run and navigate a line of steamers, 
suitable fur paaaeugur and freight tralhc, 
and other vessels, upon the Colnnibia 
river to and fro, from the point 011 the 
Columbia river where the Columbia and 
Kuoionay railway from Kuutenay lake 
teriniuate, to that point on tho^west bank 
of the Columbia river where the Canadian 
Pacific railway shall strike the said river 
and cross the saiiie near Faglo i'ass. 

It would thus seem that the charier 
would bo violated if tho Kooteiiay Rail- 
way Coiiiiiany 

has TUKIR STKA.MEUS 

south of the western terminus of their 
railway tu the 'I'.lth parallel — tho cmise - 
ipienee of which wouUl bo tho loss of the 
7i'il),0l)l) acres of land granted to them by 
llie PiriUBli Cobiiiibia legislature. 

It may be added that some two hund- 
red of tho business men and electors of 
Victoria signed a statement that they be- 
lieve that the Coluiiibia and Kooteiiay 
railway bill is calculated to develop the 
resources of an iuacceaaible region, and 
to betierit the whole province by incroas- 
ing Its population and diverting trade in 
the direction of Victoria, which other- 
wise must go through Washington Terri- 
tory and ( )regon. 

I'lider these eircumatiinces, before the 
Dmuiiiimi gdveriiinent w-ould think it ad- 
visable to disallow the act, the ^i/ iiini /kcic 
ea.se as made out by the promoters cd' the 
Kooteiiay railway would have to be met 
by a stronger statement on the other side. 
Possibly tho chief engineer may perceive 
objections of so serious a nature in the 
act as to warrant a re[)ort against it, and 
111 such case the [lublic would sii]i|iort the 
disallowance wi I hout troubling itself about 
"provincial rights," abimt which the 
(llnUf's Ottawa eorrcsponduiit seems 30 
muuh exercised. 

The government could not, of course, 
accede to Mr. Wright's wish, that they 
shmild 

s 1.1.1 iw i n r vc 1 w osi k, 
and Mr. Wri.dil liini.self felt thai the gov- 
ernment w (U e only aetiiej in a right spirit 
when they declined to allow the act with- 
out full investigation. The mini iter of 
justice and the chief engineer of govern- 
ment railways aro going to British Col- 
umbia mi Saturday, ami will then have 
an opport unity of studying the subject 
closcdy. Mr. Wright lelt tho eopital ex- 
pressing hiiimdf w-ell satislied with the re- 
ception he inel from the government, and 
the illuh,'. 111 slating otherwise, is allow- 
ing Its imagination to run away from the 
facts of tho cise.

Proved Troacherous- 

Wasuisoton, July 17. — A gentleman 
who was present at Crook's conference 
with the secretaries of war and tho in- 
terior says that CoinniisBi(nier Price, lii-ad 
of the Indian ljuteau, asked Crook wlirth- 
er it wns not true, as i'ei]ortcd, lli.ii he 
had been iiractirally caiuured by iliu 
Apaches, and hud only succeeded in get- 
ting back by bringing them with him, 
promising to put them back on .San Car 
los reservation. Crook admitted that to 
bo the fact, and o.iplainod that, trusting 
to tho faiihfuliiess of his Apache scouts, 
he did not take a largo enough contingenl 
supply of rations for his troops, and the 
.-Vpaches proving unfaitliful he was in hot 
water from tho time ho crossed tho bor- 
der. He realised that only a most politic 
course would prevent him and his white 
soldiers from being massacretl, and that 
he must employ cunning luea.Hures in 
order to get back witli a Beinblaiice of lnin- 
or, so ho marched right on, Murrounded 
by foes. The scout.s insisted ou dividing 
all duties of the march with the white 
soldiers, and Crook had to let them do as 
they desired. 

CKOOK USK.S Ills I'KHSONAL lNKl.ri:M r.. 

Arriving at the refugee Apaches' camp, 
he used his personal intluoi-ce with the 
scouts, .ioking them to induce the fugi- 
tives to return to tho United .States. He 
told I hem that he was a man of peace and 
honesty, and that he would like tu see 
wars end and peace come. ITe was wil- 
ling to guarantee the fugitives a peaceful 
li/u on tlieir old reservation if thoy would 
return peacefully.

Ward, a driiir.mer in the .Salvation .-'\riiiy, 
was up bcfnri; the Police Magistrate this 
forenoon, cliaiged with Ijcating a drum on 
the public slieet aiul iii.ikiii;^ an unusual 
ludso to the disturbance of the people. 
Several witnesses testified as to the drum- 
ming, lifter which counsel adtlressed the 
Magistrate .Mr. Macdonald, for I he de- 
fendant, admitted the beating ilu! 
drnin; he claimed that it could not bo 
brought under the scope »i tho by law, as 
noariy every band that went throiii.)i the 
city had drums and were making a noi.se, 
and this beating of drums could not be 
tortured into a breiieh of the by law. Mr. 
K. -M. Meredith, for the city, maintained 
that tin: noise was an unusual one. and 
quoted ft'iiii the statutes to show that llie 
city had authority to prevt-nt this noise as 
a niiiaanco. Ho asked that the army should 
be riMjuired to give sureties not fo ropcat 
tho otTence. Uis Worship expressed the 
opinion that the case came within the by- 
law and that it was an unusual noise. The 
beating of a drum in a military iimeession 
wa-s not unusual, but the beating o! drums 
was an unusual luiise to call people to 
church. He did not propose to impose a 
heavy fine, and would, therefore, make it 
in this instance §5 or one week in i/aol, 
hoping the noise would be slopped in fu- 
tuie. It clearly came within meaning of 
the by-law. He had a great ies|iiict for 
these people in many ways, but he thought 
this was unusual.
